Only two Japanese planes took 
part In the attack on the pnssenger 
boat, but from an enrly hour they 
seemed to be on the lookout for their 
prey.

UP TO? 


. The gullible public is con- 
tinually being presented with 
conundrums by statesmen, and 
their expert advisers. The 
latest is Britain’s reported forth- 
coming purchases of United 
States military acroplanes, The 
deal, which a special commission 
of experts has been appointed 
by the: British Government to 
negotiate, is full of paradoxes 
when viewed in the light of 
‘intelligent reasoning, although, 
reduced to its simplest terms, it 
seems that Britain is so 
desperately anxious: to effect un 
immediate expansion of her air 
.force, that she will buy prac- 
tically anything America has to 
offer in the way of fighting 
planes, so long as it permits the 
Home Government to point to 
numerically adequate’ air fight- 
ing material, é : 

From the British public’s 


“| point ‘of view, - the most ‘sus- 


picious thing about the proposed 
purchases is America's willing- 
ness to sell. This airy “help 
yourself” gesture is hardly. in 
keeping with recent. sentiments, 
vigorously expressed by. respon- 
sible spokesmen before an 
investigating committee. Then 
the theme was:: the United 
States wants all it has in war 
material, and it is essential. she 
keep it. Neither does thts 
latest volte face invoke confi- 
dence in the sincerity of th 
Neutrality Law. It may kee 
within, the principle of that 
measure, but it is scarcely within 
its spirit.. To a-large body of 
public opinion in the United 
States the whole circumstances 
of the deal are revolting, and, 2s 
& message observed last week, 
“there are indications that every 
ounce of tact and circumspection 
will be required if. the British 
Air Miniatry’s Mission js to have 
the success for which it hopes.” 
In America suspicion will be 
directed against the politicians 
and militarists, in the belief 
they have betrayed the assur- 
ances that there is no secret 
agreement between Britain and 
the United States for naval and 
military co-operation. In Bri. 


tain, where such an agreement h 


would be hailed with delight, the 
suspicions will be of - another 
nature, . 

The American ‘experts say 
they can afford to sell 30 
different types ..of fighting 
planes to Britain, because, by 
the time Britain -receives. them, 
they for the most part will be 
coinparatively obsolete. This is 
inferred, rathor than, stated; 
but the inference ig unmistak- 
arble, and ‘t ‘cannot give the 
British public, paying colossal 
sums for adequate defence, Much 
sense of — satisfaction.

Defence against air ‘attack is 
also responsible for'a very large 
share of the Estimates.

craft but old ships are being 
reconstructed to make them. a 
more difficult proposition for an 
enemy relying on air-power. . 

The battleship Warspite left 
Portsmouth a few months ago 
having been completely re- 
constructed at a cost nearly equal 
to that .of her original] construc- 
tion. 

H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth and 
H.MS. Barham, of the ‘same 
class, are now undergoing re- 
construction, as are also the 
large cruisers of the Kent class. 

And the major part of all these 
reconstruction works is con- 
cerned with the realisation that 
air-power must be regarded ‘as 
the greatest menace to our Navy 
as well as one of its important 
weapons.

The onolyst's report on two of the 
mail fires which have occurred in 
Hongkong within the last elght days, 
has been received at the same time 
og the arrival of M,; Chapclin of the 
Shanghat Post Office here ‘to assist 
in police investigations. : 

The Postmaster-Gencral, Mr. E. I. 
Wynne-Jones, stated to-day that on 
this report there was no evidence to 
show that a bomb or ignition ap- 
paratus was responsible for the 
destruction of the mail. 
had found considerable traces of 
caustic soda which led him to believe 
that packages ‘containing metallic 
sodilum—a highly inflammable sub- 
stance in a naked state-—were con- 
tained in the mail and that this 
chemical started the fire, The 
proximity of films in the first case 
added to the flames. , . 

These facts probably accounted for 
the fires which destroyed and 
damaged mait in the General Post 
Office on Sunday and Monday last 
week, said Mr. Wynne-Jones. That 
mail was sent from Shanghai for 
Hankow, Chungking, Changsha and 
the interfor.

_ The gullible public is con- 
tinually being presented with 
conundrums by statesmen, and 
their expert advisers. The 
latest ig Britain’s reported forth- 
coming purchases of United 
States military aeroplanes. The 
deal, which a special commission 
of experts has been, appointed 
by the British Government to 
negotiate, is full of paradoxes 
when viewed in’ the light of 
intelligent reasoning, although, 
‘reduced to,its simplest terms, it 
seems that Britain is 50 
desperately anxious to effect an 
immediate expansion of her air 
force, that she will buy  prac- 
tically anything America has to 
offer'in the way of fighting 
planes, 80 long as it permits the 
Home Government to point to 
numerically adequate air fight- 
ing material. . 

From the British public’s 
the most sus- 
picious thing about the proposed 
purchases is America’s willing- 
ness to sell. This airy “help 
yourself” gesture is hardly. in 
keeping with recent sentiments, 
vigorously expressed by respon- 
sible spokesmen before an 
investigating committee. Then 
the theme was: the United 
States wants all it has in war 
material, and it is- essential she 
keep it. Nelther does. this 
latest volte face invoke confi- 
dence in the sincerity of the 

eutrality Law. It may keep 
within the’ principle of «that 
measure, but it is scarcely within 
its spirit, To a large body of 
public opinion in the United 
States the whole circumstances 
of the deal are revolting, and, as 
a message observed last week, 
“there are indications that every 
ounce of tact and circumspection 
will be required if the British 
Air Ministry’s Mission is to have 
the success for which it hopes.”

Inflammable Chemical 
In Shanghai Bags — 


The analyst’s report on two of the 
mail fires which have occurred in 


Hongkong within the fast cight days, 
has been received at the sume time 
as the arrival of M. Chapelin af the 
Shonghat Post Office here to assist 
in pollce investigations, 


The Postmaster-Generol, Mr, E. 1. 
Wynne-Jones, stated to-day thut on 
this report there was no evidence to 
show that a bomb or ignition ap- 
paratus was responsible for the 
destruction of the mail. The analyst 
had found considerable traces of 
caustic soda which led him to believe 
that packnres containing metallic 
sodium—a highly inflammable sub- 
stance in a naked stnte—were con- 
tained in the mail and that — this 
chemical = started the fire. The 
proximity of films in the first cnse 
added to the flames, 


These facts probably accounted for 
the fires which destroyed and 
damaged mail in the General Post 
OMce on Sunday and Monday Iast
